| ote WEST stated that political sicniee is in danger 
in the Mid East and the situation result ing trom this is one 
of great danger to both the Israels and Arab Sao ien:. He 
stated that the Mid East situation should not be allowed to 


disuse the peace: movement as it seems to be doing. 
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IZADORE POHERANTZ stated that he can not understand > 
the USSR's role in the entire Middle Eastern affair and 
does not understand why the Sovicts agreed to line up with the 
Arabs. He appealed to the members of the State Committee to 
withhold their decision on the Party position until all of the 
facts are learned. 

It is noted that the State Committee subsequently 
voted on the CP, USA, position supporting the USSR, which was | 
approved. 

LEROY WOLINS stated that he could not understand why 
the talk is only about Israel when you can not separate the Mid 
East situation from that in Vietnam. He indicated that the 
United States is guilty of imperialist aggression in both Situas 
tions. 

Im summarizing his report following the discussion, 
DURHAM stated that the first thing "all us Communists must 
know is what is my role." He said this should apply to any 
situation and gave as am example his own role as a Negro upon 
learming that youmg Negro people are arming for revolution. He 


stated that before being critical of these young Negroes, one 


@- 6 a 
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must know what they are doing and what one is criticizing. 
He stated that historically the Soviets supported Israel, 
‘which was supposed to be a socialist country. However, he 
noted the Israelis turned away from socialism and in keeping 
with the Soviet policy of supporting people trying to free 
themselves from imperialism, the Soviets, therefore, supported 
the Arabs. 

SAM GOLD gave a brief report on political action 
in which he announced that there will be a national conference 
of a new organization called the New Conference tor New Politics. 
Be indicated that this is a left wing group which plans to hold 
a mational conference in September for the purpose of promot ing 
independent political candidates. JIM WEST stated that independ- 
ent candidates are important in the forthcoming election since 
the CP can not look to the major political parties for action in 
the areas of civil rights and other matters in which the CP has 
interest. 

DAN FRIEDLANDER stated that he has disturbed feolings 


about this new group which appears to be a third party 
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movement and indicated that he is not in favor of a third 
party movement which may weaken the "liberal" cause. 
a DAVE (LNU), who arrived late at the meeting, also 
spoke concerning the New Conferemce for New Politics. He 
| stated that delegates from the CP, USA, will be accepted in 
the organization but that Trotskyite groups will not . 
The organization is publishing a paper and DAVE estimated 
that the first edition will print about 100,000 copies and it 
is hoped that the second edition will be up to about 250,000 
copies. He stated that the conference will be held over the 
Labor Day week end in Chicago at the Palmer House and it is 
expected that about 1,000 people will attend. He stated that 
the headquarters for the New Conference for New Politics is 
located at 1517 West Howard Street in Chicago. He stated 
that the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING will be the keynote 
speaker and that the movement is currently pushing KING for 
President and Doctor BENJAMIN SPOCK as Vice President .

The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
‘radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General © 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
Some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national

A characterization of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) appears in the Appendix. 


DL T-1, on July 17, 1968, reported that Bartee and 
Margie Haile of the SDS Regional Office, Post Office Box 1941, 
Dallas, Texas, had sent out.a leaflet as a special mailing 
addressed "To: All Texas and Oklahoma SDS'ers and Activists”, 
dated July 12, 1968. Among other things, it stated the National 
Interim Council (NIC) of SDS would meet in Chicago, Lllinois, 
July 19 - 22, 1968, and one of the matters under consideration 
would be the SDS trip to Cuba in August 1968. 


It further stated that subject was discussed in the 
June 24, 1968 issue of "New Left Notes" ("'NLN"’). It stated it 
probably would be about a four-week trip. The plan which should 
fallow that of last year's trip, according to the leaflet, is a 
plane from Mexico City to Cuba and a freighter from Cuba to 
canada. It said expenses would include about $50 for the Mexico- 
Havana air fare plus what would be needed to get from the traveler's 
home to Mexico City and back home from Montreal. | 


That leaflet further stated Margie and Bartee Haile had 
been elected "Regional Travelers (or Coordinators)" for the next 
year by SDS at an SDS regional conference held at Houston, Texas, 
May 31 - June 2, 1968. It further stated Bartee Haile was elected 
at the national SDS convention jn East Lansing, Michigan (which 
began on the weekend of June 9, 1968) to the eight-member NIC of 
SDS for the coming year.

(SMU) SDS chapter, Dallas, who is the editor of "Notes From 
the Underground”, a Dallas publication that has promoted SDS 
membership. ,

Clifton Riley Taylor, a professor. at Memphis 
State University, Memphis, Temmessee, as.of Sep- _ 
tember 1967, who was born 4, resided 
at 31 McAlister, New Orleans, Louisiana, at the 
time a 1967 Volkswagen bearing 1968 Louisiana ‘ 
license 304B473, was registered in the name of 
Cliftom R. Taylor. 






DL T-8, im 1967, advised that on July 5, 1967, 
one Clif Taylor, then a student at Tulane University, 
New Orleans, Louisiana, remarked, "I think I'll go 
to North Vietmam and shoot down airplanes; I know 
where to join up.” Taylor told of a recruiting 
program for volunteers to go to North Vietnam which 
was reportedly being handled through the Czechoslovakian 
Embassy im Camada. Taylor added that a contigent 
in France was ready to go to North Vietmam as scon 
as Ho Chi Minh agreed. The source described Taylor 
as a socialist. Taylor was then a professor of 
German at Tulane University, New Orleans, and is 
originally from Memphis, Tenmessee. Taylor report- 
edly received information concerning the above 
recruiting program from an unidentified person in \ 
New Orleans but did mot know if the recruiting was | 
‘actually going om im New Orleans. Taylor advised 
that somesse once tried to recruit him into the 
Communist Party, but he told him he was not interested. 


DL T-& advised on July 6, 1967, that Taylor had 
received information about the recruiting of volun- 
teers for North Vietnam through illegal correspondence 
with one of his friends in Cuba. Taylor stated 
that this person was a former student at Memphis 
State College and a former art history student at 
Tulane University in New Orleams. This individual 
has a passport which was stamped in Canada. He 
reportedly went to Cuba from Canada. The source 
commented that Taylor then still corresponded with 
this individual who reportedly joined the Communist 
Party. in Brooklyn, New York. ni 


D. W. Fee, Passenger Service Manager, American Airlines, 
on August 26, 1968, advised he, assisted by Miss Donna Benton, 
Passenger Service Representative, while Cc. E. Clark,. Jr., Group 
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Supervisor, stood nearby, examined tickets and passports of 
34 persons as they were gathered in front of him as a group 
waiting to board American Airlines flight 53 for Mexico City. 
The 31 persons (listed above) were. given their Mexican 
tourist cards by him after he found their tickets and pass-, 


_ ports were in order. In addition to the 31, he found that one 


other individual, Thomas Good, was among the group and already 
had his tourist card. As best Mr. Fee could recall, that © 
person's full name was Thomas Daniel Good, age 23, white male, 
who resides in San Jose, California, street address not remen- 
bered, although its number was believed to be 2311. Good 

had a United States passport, number not recorded by Hr. Fee. 
Two other female travelers also appeared with this group, all 
possessing their tourist cards. Their last names were Fox and 
Lanham. Good, Fox, and Lanham had tickets and passports that 
were in order. All 34 persons in a group boarded American 
Airlines flight 53 at Gate 12, which departed from Dallas a 
few minutes after its scheduled departure time, 12:50 PM. 


Mr. Fee observed one of the female travelers, 
believed either Irmgard Iglesias or Susanne Lois Arrin, carried 
a baby and he made a notation to that effect on that person's 
papers. While processing this group, he learned that Marilyn 
Webb acted as the group’s leader while at Gate 12. All in- 
the group were supposed to be students from all over the 
United States and they planned to be out of the country for 
"a couple of weeks". All had cne-way tickets and all possessed 
United States passports. He asked Marilyn Webb the name of 
the group they were affiliated with and she replied, as best 
he recalled, "a school at Chicago". One other person in the 
group inquired as to why he had asked those questions. 


Cc, E. Clark, Jr., identified above, examined American 


Adrlines records and located tourist card applications of 


Susan Marie Fox and Consuelo Ann Lanham (who were two of the 

34 travelers in the group). He was unable to locate such an 
application in the name of Thomas Good. Mr. Clark stated 
tourist cards and tourist card applications (which are retained 
only 30 days) contain the same information. Data appearing 

on the tourist card applications of Fox and Lanham is as fol-

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held, 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 

“yadically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General © 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 

the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us”. 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 

October 7, 1966, issued of "New Left Notes", the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

In connection with the project of collecting signatures 


for KLING'sS nominating petitions, a problem has arisen. In one 
instance, SUE KLING went out to collect Signatures at a shopping 
center. In the process, she collected 25 Signatures. However, 


most of them turned out to be from people who reside outside 

the legislative district from which KLING is seeking election. 
Therefore, these signatures are invalid. This situation is 
becoming a problem because many of the Signatures are heing 
collected at shopping centers within the proper district, but 
many people come to the shopping centers from outside the 
district. This subject was discussed with KLING on July 11, 1968. 
KLING stated that they should not worry about this because 

his petitions will not be accepted anyway because he is a. 
communist and this will be the basis of his constitutional 
challenge. KLING does not believe that anyone will take the 
trouble to check first to see whether his petitions have valid 
Signatures. Therefore, they will continue to collect Signatures 
Within the district without regard to whether the Signers are 
actually residents of the district. 


KLING stated that while recently in New York City, 
he had requested the Nationa] Committee of the CPUSA for help 
on his campaign, both financial and in the form of people to 
work on the campaign. The financial question was referred to 
the financial committee of the CPUSA. On July 11, 1968, KLING 
received a telephone call fron MIKE EISENSCHER from Wisconsin 
who told KLING that the National Office of the CPUSA had asked 
him whether the Wisconsin District could send a couple of people 
to Chicago to assist KLING's campaign. BISENSCHER stated that he 
has a couple of girls who could assist KLING but he has no money to 
support their work. They will need money for eating, housing, 
etc. Also one of the girls needs her rent of $85 paid in 
Wisconsin.  KLING told EXSENSCHER that the Jllinois District 
would take care of all these expenses. EJSENSCHER is to call 
back at the_end of the week to confirm this arrangement. In 
the meantime efforts are being made tc locate housing for these 
- girls. At the time of' this report, KLING is still waiting for 
an answer from the Financial Comnittee of the CPUSA. 


During the early afternoon of July 11, 1968, KLING 
met with BILL MC CLINTON, They talked about the Rev. ARCHIE 
HARGRAVES campaign in which MC CLINTON is working. MC CLINTON 
requested that he be permitted to attend meetings of the

Passport Number F483809 . biaiad to Friedlander 
on June 17, 1965, at Chicago, Illinois, for travel to | 
England, France, Italy, Finland, and Algeria. He indicated 
he would depart form the United States on or about 
June 23, 1965, and return the following September. 


A United States Department of State communication, 
dated October 8, 1965, advised that the United States Passport 
Number F48380° was found in Japan. Included inside this 
passport were the following listed documents: 


1. A three-part Transit Visa K, Number 310159, 
issued August 17, 1965, by the Soviet Embassy at Tokyo, 
Japan. 


(This is similar to the visa sent under the 
Embassy's A-315 Form, but includes all three parts.) 


2. Four aeroflot tickets, two Mhabarovsk=Moscow 
(Domodedovo Airport) and two Moscow (Domodedovo Airport)- 
Khabarovsk, issued to Friedlander and Garba (transliterations 
from Russia), dated July 24, 1965, by the Intourist Travel 
Bureau, Ukraine Hotel, tioscow.

3. One railroad ticket number 043422, from 
Tikhookeanskaya to Khabarovsk, was issued at the Ukraine 
Hotel, Moscow, undated. 


The file further reflects that Friedlander was 
issued passport number 4500096 on August 25,1965, at the 
American Embassy at Tokyo, Japan. The passport application 
revealed that he intended to return to the United States | 
within a month. Also on August 25,1965, Friedlander subscribed 
and swore to an Affidavit of Inability to Present Previously > 
Issued Passport and stated in this affidavit that he lost 
his previous passport (number P483809) probably while on a 
hitch-hiking trip in Japan. 


On August 86,1968, Friedlander again executed a 
form similar to the above mentioned affidavit, stating 
that he lost his previous passport number (2500096) which 
was issued on or about August 20,1965. He stated this 
passport was lost while moving in Chicago. 


On the same date, (August 8,1968), Friedlander 
was issued passport number J1039043 at Chicago, Illinois. 
A travel restriction on this passport included travel to 
all countries except Cuba, Mainland China, North Korea, 
and North Vietnam. This passport was to be valid for 
three years, 


Friedlander listed his date of birth as February 32,1945, 
at Chicago, Illinois. He listed his permanent residence 
and mailing address as 5345 Kimbark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 


Fricdiander's travel plans were to depart the 
United States in late August,1968, to visit Switzerland, and 
Germany for a vacation. He stated that he proposed to stay 
for one month..

On Thursday, the.2end of August, I arrived 
at the Dallas Airport and tried to make contact with the 
man at the Braniff Airlines desk with individuals from the 
Dallas SDS Chapter, There were no messages at the desk. 
I.took a taxicab into. Dallas itself and there I called 
BERTI: HOLLIE, telephone number and area code 214-824-1837. 
A DOUG BURNHARDT answered the telephone and told me to 
“come to 5714 Worth Street, which is the home of BERTI. 
When I arrived at BERTI's home at about 9:00 P.M., there — 
was only this individual, DOUG. BURNHARDT, tnere at ‘the 
time. He said that the others, BERTI and TODD GIGLAND, 
Y | were at the airport trying to make connections with other 
Q individuals arriving.. Someone who was a member of the 
Dallas SDS arrived with a car. I did not have much time 
or contact with this individual other than to drive in 
an old Austin Healy car that he owns to a. new address 
Which is 3117 Live Oak Street. Here, after being dropped off,. 
i walked up into the house and there approximately 20 persons 
were present, They were in the process of talking politics 
on many varied topics. These political discussions went 
on until approximately 1:00 A.M., in-.the morning. There 
was nothing of tremendous importance said, most of the - 
time there was talk and discussion of what it was going 
to be like in Cuba, et cetera. 


The next day, which was Friday, the 23rd of August, s- 
about .10:00 A.M., we were-given a briefing by TODD GIGLAND, 
TODD GIGLAND is from SDS National, out of Chicago... He 

-had flown -down specifically to give his impressions on the 
Cuban trip which he had taken last Fall. He said at this 
time an individual, JEFF JONES, who was in New York had 
been called. The telephone number they had called was 
area code 212 SC. 44-6996. JEFF said the trip would not 
begin until Monday because difficulty in communications 
between New York and Mexico had developed. It was then 

-Gecided the group should send three persons, JOHN REESE, a 
reporter from California; STEVE SMITH, who was from | 
Chicago, Jliinois; and who spoke fluent Spanish and an - 
individual known’ only as CLINT, from Chicago, Illinois, a 
white male, 6 feet 4 inches tall, very thin, with a mustache 
and wno seldom spoke to.tne otner members; who had 

State Department clearance on ahead to make arrangements 
for us at the Mexican Airport. Discussions took up the 
greater part of the morning and after lunch.it was decided

that there should be more political discussions on . 

Cuba itself, mainly pertaining to the revolution and 

how it developed. Therefore, after lunch these 
Giscussions began. Later on in the afternoon 

DOUG BURNHARDT collected $65. from all of the persons 
present that were there at the time and also their 
passports to purchase the plane tickets for them | 
from Dallas to Mexico. The flight that was to be used 
was Flight 53, which took off. at 12:50 P.M. After. 
dinner, the evening was again dedicated to discussions 
on the Cuban revolution. Most of the information came | 
from books that were on the SDS reading list that had 
been sent out to those going on the trip. Some of 

the books that were discussed as being very good and 
significant for other people to read was ‘Cuba, An 
Anatomy of .a Revolution" by LEO HUBERMAN and PAUL SWETSEE, 
and "Seeond Revolution in Cuba’ by J. P. Mora. The 
discussions on the history of the Cuban revolution 
continued until about 12 o'clock. At this time, most 
individuals broke up and went to places where they had 
either rooms at motels or stayed in the house in Dallas.. 
The house in Dallas, from all appearances and from the 
material that was stacked up inside, is being used for - 
the Dallas underground newspaper, the RAG, which comes 
out weekly in the Dallas area. 


On Saturday, August 24, the day started off. 
with more political discussions on Cuban history. 
Towards late morning it was decided that individuals 
be appointed to lead the group so there would be no 
mix up when arriving at the Mexican Airport. JIM. MITCHELL 
was appointed as the overall group leader, ROSS DANIELSON 
was appointed as one of the assistants along with | 

- MARILYN WEBB, DAN FREELANDER and DOUG BURNHARDT. After 
lunch the discussions were centered around what specific 

things the. individuals in the group were looking forward 
to discovering on the trip to Cuba. The greater consensus 
of opinion and feéling was that they were interested in 
discovering the economic transitions that have taken place 
$n Cuba since the revolution in the industrial and 
agricultural areas. Many showed marked interest in going

to the University of Havana and talking with people 

to see how the University system in a socialist society. 
~ Compares to that of the University system in a capitalist -- 

society. : 


: One individual, a JOB WEBB, during the 
‘discussions made reference to the fact he would be 
interested in learning about sabotage and weaponry from 
the Cubans while on the trip. This was very much opposed 
by the greater percentage of the members who were going 
on the trip. This division brought about a deep divide 
within the members; and the greater percentage of the 
rest of the day and into the evening was taken up in. 
Giscussion revolving about whether he should be excluded 
from going on the trip or allowed to go on the trip. 

The final resolution was he should be allowed to go but 
he should not question -the Cubans on this subject. He 
also had made reference, which was brought up during 

the discussion, to members in private that he would — 

like to blow up the Pentagon in Washington. In personal . 
discussion with this individual not only that day but 
subsequently during the trip, I think he feels. that 
in order to gain attention, he will do dramatic things 
whether it is with the group here or elsewnere. He 
informed the group that he was a writer for the National 
Catholic Review and he wanted mainly to go to Cuba to 
gather information on this fact. After we had arrived 
in Cuba, he made reference on a number of occasions that 
he had no intentions of going home for quite sometime 
but would be content to stay in Cuba for six months, 
one year or two years. 


On Sunday, August 25, 1968, JIM MITCHELL, was 
in touch with New York and the Cuban Embassy. He informed 
the group that all was go for the next day, so the rest 
-of that day and evening was taken up by just mainly 
petting things of a personal nature Gone and so on before 
leaving. 


: The highlights that took place during the 
days that we spent in Dallas were the fact that the girl 
who lives in and rents the house in Dallas on Live Oak 
Street had, prior to our arriving there, been diagnosed 
by one of the local pnysicians in the area as having 
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contagious hepatitis. This caused quite a scare among 
the individuals in the group and approximately six of. 
them went out and got shots for the prevention of this 
disease. Also, many of the individuals on the trip 
made reference to the fact that they were not going 

to or did not carry their draft cards. Most of them 
Said they had destroyed them or no longer had them in 
their possession. Of course, how much of this was talk 
and how much was serious was hard to discern, 


It was on this day also that TODD GIGLAND left 

for Chicago. Many of the members that were going on the 
trip had been told by the SDS Nationalist and from friends 

of theirs who had previously gone on the trip that they _ 
Should bring as many technical books as possible pertaining 
to areas of agriculture, medicine et cetera. So, there 
was in evidence books ranging from Scientific America 
to Boy Scout manuals on agriculture. The individuals 
who brought this literature were:

The group arrived at Mexico City three hours 
later. We were met in the Mexican City Airport by 
persons from the Cuban Embassy.. These individuals 
had brought the visa stamp with them from their embassy 
and collected our passports. We then passed through © 
Customs and were lined up in groups of three and 
photographed by what everyone considered to be 
the. Mexican Agents working for the Central Intelligence 
Agency. We took off from the Mexican Airport on a 
Russian turbojet. There were approximately 15 other 
persons on this jet from different parts of the 
world such as Canada, Europe and so on, who were going 
to Cuba. Not all of them were members of the new 
left or radical groups. Some of these were Canadian 
technicians going gone for business reasons, 


Upon sneigat at the Havana Airport, we were 

nee by the Cubans who were from the Agency for 
International Cooperation which is-a tourist organization 
used by the Cubans to explain the revolution and guide 
people around Cuba. While at the airport, we had to fiil 
out three different forms One form pertained to 
personal histories of individuals, asking questions | 

such as what Universities or schools you had gone, job, 
any military service or specialtalents, et cetera. The 
other form was an address form asking for home address 
telephone number, work address and school. The third Form 
was a personal effects form concerning which items we 

were bringing into the country and their value, et cetera. 
This whole process took approximately 24 to 3 hours. 

We never had our luggage checked by Cuban personnel at the 
Airport or elsewhere. We were introduced to our guides. 
Their names were:

Their last lames are not recalled. We were met here by 
JOHN REESE, STEVE SMITH and CLINT, who had arrived earlier. 
We left the Airport by bus and drove througn the city of 
Havana, heading east along the coastal hignviay to a

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tourist-type vacation. area,.about.40 miles from the 
airport. This area was called Eba Coa. Upon - . 
entering the area, there was a high overhead 
fluorescent sign in varied colors, making it very 
easy to see. We were assigned tents upon getting off 
the buses. These tents were of the two men wall type 
and four to six men squad-type tents used in the ~ 
military. They were of many different colors, 


On Tuesday, the 27th of August, was a rest day 
and members were allowed to just do anything they wanted 
and in the camp itself, they had quite an elaborate 
set up for tourists -- ping pong tables, chess, cards, 
dice, swimming, boating, water skiing, bicycling, just 
about everything you would expect to. find in a : 

Boy Scout Camp. There Wak 250 a bar that was open 
in the evening from about 6 o'clock until 11 o'clock. 
- They served a variety of alcoholic beverages. Most 
of the individuals on the trip spent the day either 
Swimming, by the beach, under the trees or in the 
eating area, discussing pvolitics The political talks 
varied from discussions on TROSKEY writings to up dating 
MARXIST doctrine, to an industrialized society like 
' the United States. In these political discussions during 
the trip, the following individuals made known their 
feelings that they would support and advocate violence Se 
in overthrowing the United States Government: _

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The next 5 eis. Wednesday, August 28, 1968, the 
group, that is everybody, left on two buses that were 
assigned to the group and headed out and went through 
the city of Havana to-an area approximately five miles 
outside which has been given the name Greenbelt. This 
is an area that is going through an extensive agricultural 
development. The idea behind it is to make Havana 
self-sufficient. We visited the control headquarters. 
for this and were given statistical information as to 
what existed there prior to the revolution and what 
was being done so far. They made mention of the fact 
that. during harvest season, 40,000 of the city's population 
1s mobilized to work in the fields whether planting coffee 
trees or harvesting sugar. The crops growing there ranged 
from coffee, beans and fruits This lasted up until 
approximately 12 o'clock. We “then got back on the buses 
and drove to what use to be the old Havana Yacht Club 
which is now called the Rio Cris sto. It was here that 
we had lunch, which took about 23 hours. We then 
got back on the buses anddrove approximately 15 miles 
to an area which is called the Vella Grande. The Vella Grande 
is a village that was built in the phenomenal short time 

of some 110 days and it consists of 120 modern concrete” 
houses. At one ‘Gime, all He people who were living here 
were very. poor... They had lived in- grass huts; most of..them 
were nnenploved. Now Since the revolution, it was shown 
“that these homes had been built by the people and for the 
people. Located in the little village were a hospital, 
school and various little shops and stores The whole place, 
to my impression, was set up and kept in very good condition 
for tourists and groups such as ours. We stayed here until 
about 6 o'clock in the evening and then got back on tne bus: 
and headed for Eba Coa, the little camp area where we were 
staying. | 


During the day, in tne process af driving from one 
side of Havana to the other, and going from the east side 
to the west side of Havana, approximately five or six miles 
outside of Havana itself heading west on the left hand side 
of the highway, there appeared to be a militar 2 
was very much out in the open, 














There was also a. great number 
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I could not see very much more as they were a good 
Gistance from the road, a couple of hundred yards. 

On the west side of the city of Havana, there was 

a tremendous amount of military activity taking place. 
We had been informed that the government had mobilized 
25 per cent of its military reservists because of the 
Czechoslovakia incident that had taken place and feared 
there possibly could be Some United States intervention 
in Cuba. This might account for the great amount of 
military personnel that were in evidence. 


On Thursday morning, August 29, 1968, the 
whole group got on the buses and left for a dairy farm 
located in the vicinity of the village or the city of 
Santago Las Vegas, which is approximately 45 or 50 miles 
south of the city of Havana. Here we were given a guided 
tour by the individual in charge of the farm. The main 
idea they were trying to get across was that approximately 
1,000 cows were kept at a central location here. They 
never went out to graze in the fields. The food was 
broveht to them and they were milked at a central location. 
This tour lasted the whole morning and into the afternoon, 
The dairy farm itself and all the equipment came.from 
an Italian manufacturer in Italy. Then as a group, we 
departed and headed towards Havana where we had lunch av 
the Old Havana Hilton now called the Havana Lebray. kLunch 
‘lasted approximately 24 hours at which time the group 
then moved to the University of Havana located down the 
street. A group of the University of Havana faculty members 
were present and gave a dissertation on the roll of the 
University in a revoluntionary society. They explained 
the system the University is functioning under, mainly 
' that there is no longer an administrative body per say, 
but that tne faculty themselves run the University with the 
assistance of the students. There ismid to be a 
tremendous student-faculty liaison on all levels of the 
University dealing with problems, cost wise and study wise. 


After the five members from the University 
finished their introductory talk, they then asked for 
questions from the group and these questions ranged from 
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the role of socialis t man “in the University nr ne 
organizations, different ones, located on campus and 

the role of the young Communist Party on campus. It 

was very hard to pinpoint the individuals from the 
University to give a specifie answer. They were talking 
continuously and this was in generalities and most of 
the questions the individuals in the group had asked 
were never fully answered because alli the questions had 
to be translated into Spanish or English. At about . 
6:00 P.M., the group got on the buses and once again 
headed to the area we were staying in Eba Coa. Here, 
after dinner, the evening was taken up with casual talk 
and discussions pertaining to a wide variety of subjects. 
Most people during these discussions broke up into small 
groups and justtalked among themselves. Nothing of 
importance would ever come out of these discussions. 


On Friday morning, August 30, the group left 
in its entirety again and went to the city of Havana. 
Here we were given the freedom to go whereever we liked 
in the city and:‘we were told to ask as many questions | 
of thepopulace tnat would be feasible in the short time 
. that we would bethere, Upon arriving in Havane, we were 
broken up into small groups ranging anywhere from three 
to eight ina group. The groups were made by the 
‘individuals themselves, more or less along Ecudeute lines. & 


_____ the group 1 was with eonsteted of PT) 
a. le. wondered around the — 
city and went into SO strict of Havana. ‘There we / 


talked with people standing in lines at restaurant and 

ice cream places and also talked with people in small shops 
The questions that we asked pertained to the way the people 
felt about the revolution. The greater percentage of the 
answers were very ambiguous. Either a-smile would be’ 
‘given and a few comments like "Tt's necessary’ or "This is 


the way we must go for now. A few persons made very 
nasty remarks and a few of the people would not even 
answer, others turned their backs Otner people would turn 


around and give very clear, thoughtful answers pertaining 

to the necessity for the restrictions and rationing that

After getting back to the buses, general 

Giscussion with the members indicated the rest. of the 
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groups did the same thing as the group I had been with. 
A few of the individuals had gone down to the office 

of the Tricontinental (a Latin American Union) and tried 
to start discussions with the members. One individual, 
TOM MOSHER, who had gone to the Tricontinental, said 
nothing constructive-had come from the visit except 

for being handed literature on the role of the | 
Tricontinental. | 


On Saturday morning, August 31, 1968, the whole 
group departed for Havana once again. We visited a. 
‘mental hospital which is approximately four miles on the 
outskirts of Havana, and we spent the whole morning. .- 
looking around the hospital itself on a tour. We visited 
the chicken farm sections, the workshop area, the 
athletic fields and so on. We were shown the differences 
that had taken place since the revolution as far as the 
treatment of the patients, their care and numerous other 
points pertaining to the hospital. OO | : 


In the afternoon, we once again went back to 
Havana and had lunch at the Havana Le Bray and were given 
the afternoon off to go wherever we wanted and ask questions 
among the people. Most of the students were extremely tired 
and since it was very hot out, instead of walking around 
the streets many of the students wentupstairs to the second 
floor and watched an international chess tournament. Then 
at about 5:00-P.M., that evening we headed back for Eba Coa, 


Later that evening, August 31, 1968, the Cuban guides 

organized a party for us at Eba Coa; they had approximately 

ho students from the University of Havana come out. The 
greater percentage of these students were in the medical field 

Studying to become doctors. Tne party was not political in 

sts nature and there was a considerable amount of drinking 
‘and swimming. It was more or less a get together of students. 
“The greater percentage of the students knew English very well 

so there was really no problem with language. Some of the 

interesting things that I discovered was: the fact that 

almost all of the students belong to the Young Communist Party 
at’ the University and that there 18 a certain. prerequisite 
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that students must meet before they. can become a 

Young Communist. One of the individuals 

I was talking to was not allowed to become a : 
Young Communist because her mother had been born in 
Mexico. The party lasted until approximately..le o'clock 
that night. From Havana there were two different groups 
that came for the party, a singing group and an 
instrumental group. The Cuban government paid for all 
of the drinks. . 


On Sunday, September 1, 1968, almost everyone 

slept quite late because of tne party ending late the 

night before. At about 2:00 P.M., the whole group once 
again departed for Havana and we went to one of the 
Ministry Buildings. No one was quite sure exactly 
what it was and it was hard to get answers since 
everyone was so tired at the time. At the Ministry of 
Education we saw about 44 hours of propaganda movies. 
These movies delt with Cuba since the revolution and - 
what tremendous strides had been taken in the areas 
of agriculture, cattle, poultry farming, et cetera., 
There were some pictures showing the mobilization of 
Havana forces during the hurricane of 1963 which had 
caused considerable damage. The other films themselves 
were of the United States. They were used as propaganda films 
in Cuba to show the tremendous turmoil that had taken place 
within the United States. Most of them were very well done. 
They showed racial disturbances during the period when 
MARTIN LUTHER KING was assassinated. They showed the 
student disturbances within the United States at different 
Universities and there was one that used the pictures tnat 
were taken at the wedding of LUCY JOHNSON at the White House. 
These were in color. The movies were fitted into a . 
political scheme that portrayed President JOHNSON as being 
a pig (tne animal type). TOM MOSER and MARILYN WEBB 

- arranged for copies of the films to be taken back to the 
United States and then went to the Havana Le Bray to make 
9 long distance telephone call. J am not sure if the | 
telephone call was to their homes or the National office an 
Chicago. The rest of the group got on the buses and 
headed back to Iba Coa. | 
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On Monday morning, September 2, 1968, the group 
got on the buses and drove the greater part of the day 
south to San Fregos. We arrived at a hotel and were given. 
the rest of the afternoon off, which was not very much, 

to refresh ourselves and so forth.

On Tuesday, September 3, sa8i. we were in the 
Previnee of Santa Clara and in the city of San Fregos. 
Outside of San Fregos we visited an thermoelectronic 
plant which had just been completed or was in-the process 
of being comoleted. We were then given a list of 
technical information. After talking to about three 
different foramen and asking them the same questions on plant 
output et cetera, we received three completely different 
answers. We also visited a cement etree which had 
supposedly just been completed. We did see them mixing 
cement in monstrous vats; however, there was no bagging of the 
cement taking place. Onceagain the facts and figures 
that were given were very distorted and one sided. We 
could never really get two sets of figures to match. 
Walks through these plants were very unproductive because 
the individuals guiding us were themselves only foreman 
and had very little experience in conducting tours. Also, 
the auestions asked were mainly economical and not technical. 
Thus, a worker would not be able to answer. Questions 
covered the overall production cof cement for Cuba; percentages 
of cement still imported and what will production be after ore 
the factories are completed. Questions pertaining to the 
number of hours a man worked overtime were answered with 
figures that some individuals worked up to a 100 hours . 
overtime without being paid for it, thus showing a moral 
incentive program instead of materialistic. Once again, 
the figures received from one individual would not match 
with the figures from another individual. The figures would 
range from 100 to 200 hours overtime each month per individual. 


The next day, Wednesday, September 4, 1968, we 
visited a cattle farm. This farm was located on the 
northeast side of the island in the Province of Camaoquay 
jn the area called Cayoromano. This was a new experimental 
farm that had been started before tne revolution but since

mill we walked down the block to-a new dispensary built 
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the revolution we were told of the tremendous strides 


that had taken place by increasing the number of cattle 
to over 5,000, also the pigs and other farm animals. 
The farm itself is used for studying the animals and 
improving breed. In;order to get to this cattle farm, 
we had to drive for approximately six hours. We had 
left about 8:00 or 8:30 that morning so by the time 

we got to the area where the farm was, it was time to 
eat lunch. It was almost 34 hours after we initially 


- gat down to eat lunch that we actually went out to look 
at the farm. The total amount of time we spent looking at the 


farm was no more than two hours. Then we got back on the 
bus and headed to the city of Camaoquay, the capitol of the 
province. We arrived about 10:00 P.M., and stayed in the 
hotel. ) 


The next morning, Thursday, September 5, 1968, 
we visited a sugar mill located approximately 25 miles 
south of the City of Camaoquay. This sugar mill had been 
built in 1917 and was in an extremely poor state of repair. 
During the walk through the plant itself, we were shown 
the new eauipment they are planning to install in different 
areas, but most of the factory appeared as if it would nov 
be able to produce any sugar there this year. However, 
many people were working at this factory. From the sugar 


for the workers and their families. The rest of tne 
afternoon, about 34 hours, was taken up asking questions 
of the doctor, The questions varied from birth control 
to how many accidents they treat at the factory each week, 
month and year. At approximately 5 o'clock that evening 
we got back on the buses anddrove back to the hotel at 
Camaoquay where we were staying. 


On Friday, September 6, 1968, we got on the bus and 


drove for a considerable length of time to the city of. 


Santago in Orentia Province. We stayed at the hotel Versalls 
which had been built during the revolution so it was in very 
good repair. We were given the rest of the afternoon off and 
most of the people either slept or went down to the pool. 
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The next day, Seanad: Cut ember "7, the whole 
group went to the city of Santago and went to the 
barracks at Maconda where the revolution started with 
CATRO's attempt to seize it in 1958. The afternoon was 
free to walk around the city of Santago or to go back 
to the hotel. About 75 per cent of the people went back 
to the hotel itself and the rest Bee yee downtown and 
just walked around. | 


Tnat evening, three groups, including an 


Afro-Cuban group, came down to the hotel and performed 


for the students on the trip. It was a show that lasted 
approximately four hours and from talking to the Cuban 
guides, the Cuban government spent about $4,000 to put 
on this show. 


The morning of Sunday, September 8, we all got. 
on the bus and headed out to the Seara Mustras. We drove 
for about two hours. The initial idea behind going to 
this area was for the group to climb the mountains. Later, 
it was divulged to some of the group by the Cuban guides 
that they were looking for the easiest hill or mountain 
to climb so that everyone could feel good and say they ‘had 
climbed the Seara Mustras. When we finally found a small 
hill to climb, some went up the mountain, walked around and 
looked out over the beach and ocean. The rest of the 


group, easily 3/4 of them, stayed by the buses and went | 
‘down to the beach to go swimming for the rest of the day. 


That evening we drove back to the hotel. 


| Later that evening, two individuals came from 
the city of Santago. One man, who was the CDR Chief in 
charge of the Committees for the Defense of the | 
Revolution and the other man, who was working with what they 


called local vower, came to answer questions, The 


evening was taken up in. asking these two individuals 
questions pertaining to their jobs The discussion started 
about 9:30 and went to about 1:00 A, M., the next morning. 
The students felt these peovle were just giving us ambiguous 
answers. that did not coincide with anything we had learned 
previously and it wes nob worth their trouble talking to us 
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One specific question was where they receive their funds 


from, if theyneeded a typewriter or office supplies and 
the answer given was "Well we don't have any problem 
about typewriters or office Supplies. We have taken 
care of this already.” eS 

The next day, Monday, Septenber 9s we visited 
the "second front," outside of Quantanamo in an area 
called Los Canos. It was in this area that RAOUL CASTRO 
opened up the "second front" for the revolution. We 
spent the whole morning walking around in a mauseum-type 
building. That afternoon we came back about e@ o'clock 
to the hotel and spent the rest of the afternoon down 
by the pool swimming and talking. 


On me morning of Tuesday, September 10, 1968, 
the group drove by bus to San Frequos and here we had 
lunch, it.was about 2 o'clock at this time. We had 
a fairly rushed lunch, which took us two hours, and then 
we drove to the Bay of Pigs to see wnere the invasion took 
place and to visit a museum there. The area now has been 
turned into a Naval Training School for youngsters of 
Boy Scout age. We stayed at the Bay of Pigs for about 
two hours. Then about 6:30 or 7:00 we got back on the bus 
and drove to Varadero on the north side of the island, 
directly opposite the Bay of Pigs. This is the area where 
the DuPonts had their home, We had dinner that evening at 
about 12 o'clock and the next day, Wednesday, September ll, 
we spent at the beach, swimming and enjoying ourselves. 

We stayed at Varadero until approximately 5:00 P.M., that 
evening and then drove to the city of Havana, At Havana, 
we stayed at a hotel named "Vernado." After having 
Ginner everyoody went to bed.

The morning of Thursday, September 12, was free 


and the group wondered around the Havana shops and streets 


Friday, eee 13, was again spent in Havana. 
A grouo ‘of individuals went to check the possibility of 
retting a Russian freisnter to take them back to Canada. 
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went to the harbor in Havana and went to the Russian Trade 


Delegation there. They found they could have passage booked 

for four or five people on a freignter that was to leave 

the evening of Monday, _— 16, 1968, or the morning of 

Tuesday, September a a ! | 
The remainder of the students spent their time 

in Havana walking around or visiting the home of ERNEST 

HEMINGWAY. That evening, the Cuban guides informed the . 

group that it would be possible for four individuals to 

leave Cuba on the morning of Sunday, September 15 by way 


“of Madrid on Cubana Airlines. There were three individuals 


who wanted to leave early because they had to be back for 
various reasons, mainly school. These individuals were 
JEFF SWANSON, CLIBE TAYLOR and MOLLY MALCOLM. 


On the © evening of Friday, Surana 13, the group 
discussed going to tne Isle of Pines the next morning. 





On the morning of Saturday, September 14,. 1968, 
the rest of the group departed for the Isle of Youth. 
They went by bus to the harbor where a boat took them 
across to the Isle. Tne remaining group spent the rest 


of the day preparing for the trip to Spain or making 


final arrangements with the Russians to book passage on 
their freighter. Tne Cuban government paid for 


ae ~ transportation of individuals flying from Cuba to Spain. 


-Because it was a Russian ship the individuals were going back 
on, they had to pay for their own transpontation. The.cost 
was approximately $80 to $90.

so to the.embassy of the ‘National 
Liberation Front at d:00 P.M, On arriving at tne embassy, 
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a Mr. HUYNH VAN BA, the representative of the © 

National Liberation Front (NLF) in Cuba was introduced 

to the group. Mr. BA was associated with the NLP for 

a considerable length of time and while in South Vietnam, 
he was a youth leader and director for "the movement." 

BA is from an area in the city of Denang in Vietnam. 
Different students asked questions on what the student 
movement and the new left could do in the United States | 
to help the cause of the NLF. He stated that the groups 
in. the new left should continue more and more | 
demonstrations and talk about the number of United States 
soliders being killed, planes béng shot down and the cost 
of the war, including the cost of denying people in the 
United States decent living. Of utmost importance is 
continuously talking about stopping the bombing: BA 
asked that we insure that during demonstrations we have 
many, many plaques and posters saying "Stop the Bombing" - 
and "Bring the Soldiers Home," 3 


| BA has spent a year in Cuba and will have 
Spent an additional year in Cuba before going back to | 
Vietnam. One of the students asked him what he thought 
* Of the Paris Peace Talks and the idea of a coalition government. 
BA stated the NLF position is that there could never be .---- 
a-coalition with the present government. The only type of S 
coalition government they could accept would be one.of 
the Buddist Militants and other disenchanted political 
_Sroups in Vietnam not recognized by the present government. 
BA feels the Paris Peace Talks are just a propaganda move 
to talk and at the same time continue the war and he thinks 
nothing productive will come out of them. The NLF, 
South Vietnamese and the United States. are forced to accept 
this condition because of world pressures:on them. A _ 
question was asked about the offensive that took place. this. 
past year; BA said he and the NLF were not satisfied with the 
results of the offensive because it did not accomplish its 
goals of capturing the major cities and holding them. We said” 
the reason was the NLF soldiers used had come in from the: 


field where they lived in the country and when they infiltrated _ 


the city, they got lost and this caused tremendous qifficulty 
in getting from Gne location to another in support of different 
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groups militarily. BA also made reference to the fact that 
before the NLF can achieve victory, they must take Saigon. — 
In the process, they could also capture some of the other 
Jarger cities like Denang and Hue, but in order to have a 
really true victory,‘the soliders of the NLF must capture 
Saigon. . | 


BA also said the United States new left groups 
should not only organize draft resistance, but shovld also 
have these people volunteer for service so that they could 
perform resistance-type work and organize soldiers sit-in 

- demonstrations at military posts throughout the country. 
BA encouraged us to always keep foremost in the thoughts 

-of other people that they are doing this because of the 
immoral war in Vietnam, 


BA also made reference to the fact that in the 

United States, student movements should shy away from the word 
communism just as all revoluntionary movements both in- 

South Vietnam and in Cuba itself did in the initial processes 
of making the revolution. These leaders never used the 
worg communism because the word communism to so many western 
people has a very bad connotation. He said always talk of the 
new things and the new life that would be had after a , 

"revolution. He said to keep the ideas very Simple using e 
words like "free medicines," "better living conditions, " 

et cetera. This iS wnat 48 happening in Vietnam and in Cuba. 
The word communism is very rarely used because of fear in so 
many people's minds. BA tried. to impress upon the group 

that they should not give the impression that organization of 
United States students is a communist movement. BA. seemed CO.° 
distort the truth. He said in Vietman the soldiers of the 
NLF knov who the American forces are that are not really 
fighting for the United States and South Vietnamese cause. 
‘He said a lot of emphasis should be put on trying to have 
these soldiers during an attack,snoot up in the air or 
shoot into the ground but not at the soldiers of the NLF 
and the NLF soldiers will know which of the Americans are 
shooting in the air and they will not be harmed, This was 
reteived with applause by the students who thought it a 
tremendous way of getting the soliders not to shoot at 
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the NLF and vice versa. Those present could not see that 
anyone shooting in the air when Someone is shooting back 
at you is foolish. 


, Mr. BA then asked one of the students, JEFF SWANSON, 
who had fought in Vietnam back in 1966 to 1967, and had 
served with the rank of Captain, in front of the group, if 

he could make a tape recording to send to the. soliders, This 
recording would be played over the NLF radio to American 
soliders. Tne other students agreed this was a very good 

way to get more awareness of the immorality of the war if 
SWANSON would do this. Mr. BA seemed to know who. SWANSON 

was, so he had probably been informed who the different 
students were that were eons down to Cuba from the 

United States. 


SWANSON then went into a back room and made a 
recording. After he had finished this recording, Mr. BA 
told him that it would not be necessary to have his name 
put on the recording or anything else as repercussions. 
could take place back in the United States... BA then. 
asked if it would be all rignt oa the other students 
to listen and all of tne students were very much in favor 
as they wanted to hear what oe was, so SWANSON gave his 
consent for them to hear the statement.

The statement read as follows: 


"Fellow soliders, I have gone through 
the same transition of thoug ht that you are now 
witnessing, indecision. Are you fignting to . 
preserve democracy in South Vietnam or making 
the shores of the United States safe or are you 
fighting a war of economics, twentieth century 
mercantilism? Trying to keep the South Vietnam 
a colony of United States imperialism? Why are 
you exposed to this conflict for only one year?

The other students thought that the statement was 
very well done. Mr. BA then asked if SWANSON would add 
to the tape things like "soldiers throw down your arms, 
and surrender, the soldiers of the NLF will not harm you.’ 
SWANSON advised that if anyone found out who had made the 
tape, he possibly would be harmed physically when he got 
back to the United States and also he might be subject 
to military punishment. : 


: The penenene ion ‘then went on to ways of eee 
helping the cause of the NLI in the United States. Mr. BA 

informed the group that it would be very good if they 

could collect money and send it back to him through 

Canada to Cuba. He said the money should come in large © 

bills, meaning $100 bills or larger, so that one could be 

Slipped into an envelope and sent back.

The overall consensus of the American students 
was that it was a tourist trip but they were all overwhelmed 
and pleased. It seems the Cuban government is willing to go 
to great expense for groups of students to come from the 
United States because the revolution is not progressing as 
well as the Cuban government would like it to progress 


There is a tremendous shortage of consumer good 
ana other durables and nondurables Food is rationed 
throughout the country and tne rationing. is becoming worse 
instead of getting better. The advent of closing all the bars 
in Cuba because of their counter-revolutionary aspects just 
adds to the problems of the government. Many of the older 
generation Cubans remember when goods were plentiful with 
tremendous amounts of United States tourists in. the area 
spending money. In order to pacify a feeling of discontent, 
the Cuban government has American students from tne United. States 
putting on a show. The students willingly anda quickly talk down - 
the United States and how DSP ana it is in the United States 
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senhaemmniiane ciation’ 


Especially when there are blacks around, the students will. 
talk very much on the segregation and the racist policies 
of the United States, By having these students, the Cuban 
government accomplishes a form of pacification with its 
people because the Cubans we came in contact With asked 

' Why we were there when everything. in the United States 
is so plentiful and thereis supposed to be so much 
freedom. The students would tell them there is really 
not that much freedom. Thus, the students would help 
the Cuban government. We were always shown through large 
groups of people with accompanying fanfare. When we 
went into the cities, it was quite evident who we were 
though wevwere not officially announced, becuase of the 
buses and the royal treatment we were given. At all 
times during the trip there was a Cuban movie cameraman 
who was either taking motion. pictures or still shots 
of the group. The purpose was a movie to be shown in 
news reels by the Cuban government. Now, altnough there 
was much ill feelings with the students as far as not 
being able to really dive into the subjects they were 
very much interested in on economics and politics, and 
-also after the royal treatment the group received from the.. 
Cubans, the students would never think of talking bad about 
the conditions in Cuba after getting back to the United States. 
They would only have the good things to say about how | 
wonderful they were treated and how happy the Cuban people . « 
are. .So the trip then serves a two fold purpose and is 
a tremendous psychological victory for them.

Ministry of Education and El Mundo (the student newspaper) would also 
like to see copies of your local college and high school papers, no 
matter how facist they arGeoes Lf you can scrape up the bread, most 
can be subscribed to cheaply each semester, so you could just let the 
paper take care of the bureaucratic shitwork. 


As of this moment, nothing effective has been worked out about getting 
the papers there any faster. than a month.or so. Some of them can be 
sent to the Cuban mission, but not hoards every week. We found out 
that tre pouch only goes once every three weeks, so it's not really 

any better wither. According to the Cuban Mission mail takes as long 
from Canada as from the States. Also, (just for additional information) 
the U.S. Post Office will not accept any type of parcel addressed to 
Cuba, just envelopes, etc.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), 
as it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962, The SDS is an 
association of young peopie on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
"“nadically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General | 
Secretary, Communist Party (CP), USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 


At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an 
anti-ecommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 
In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome, The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1969, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

For the information of all offices, it should be no- 
ted that the informant may be able to identify by photograph 
persons who attended the DCA Convention at San Francisco, me- 
etings of DCA at Chicago thereafter and ga who attended the 
CP Youth Conference in New York in August, 1964. 

On 8/29-30/64, TED PEARSON of Chicago, accompanied by 
JIM PEAKE, attended a meeting in New York which was supposed to 
be only for members of the CP youth and is an annual youth con- 
ference which is usually held in August or early September, just 
before school starts. They have a youth conference, and then 
they have a week of Marxist classes. 

This two-day conference was a top security thing, at- 
tended by delegates from the Party youth collectives in each 
area. PHAKE had an interest in Midwestern activities which was 
one of the primary concerns there, and he participated in the 
discussions. 

There were approximately 30 people attending the meet- 
ing. It was held just off Union Square, where they have the May 
Day meetings. A person at the Jefferson Book Store, which is 
the Party Book Store in New York, furnished directions as to 
where the meeting was located. It was a top security meeting. 
It was held in a building which is up over a subway entrance, on 
the sixth floor. It looked almost like an abandoned building, 
there was hardly anybody around. Some of the Party classes are 
held in the same building, Marxist classes. This meeting was 
held on the 29th and 30th of August, 1964, a week before Labor 
Day, and then the Marxist classes were held the next week.

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At the San Francisco convention, the voting was 
weighted--three votes each to people outside the West coast; 
two votes for people from Los Angeles, Seattle and Portland; 
and one vote to San Francisco. The Reds were pretty clever, 
they saw what was coming up and they wanted to weigh this. 

They knew that almost everybody coming from outside the West 
coast would be solidly committed to the Communist line. The 
Trotskites and Progressive Labor Chinese line people put a 
"heli" of a delegation in there from San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, but they could not out-vote the people from outside 
the coast. They were pretty unhappy about the voting, the way 
they voted. 

The Chinese line people and the Trotskites caused the 
Communists considerable trouble at this convention because they 
insisted on pushing their line all the way and the party people 
were pretty unhappy about it. DAN FREIDLANDER, a Party member 
from Chicago, said that the CP would have liked to have a steer- 
ing committee of Party people who could just run things through 
and just have the convention as a formal approving body, but 
that they were so worried about presenting this group as a de- 
mocratic organization, they couldn't afford to have it a steer- 
ing committee. 

During the convention, certain people kept going off 
to private meetings and it became more and more Obvious as the 
convention progressed that it was under CP control. There was 
some vitriolic Anti-Americanism expresses at this convention. 

Involved in the DCA convention were a lot of different 
individual local groups that had been set up in the past by the 
CP in an attempt to involve more youth. In Chicago the group 
was called "Chicago Call for Youth". In Philadelphia it had 
another name. In Portland, it was "Portland's Students for 
Peace". There was a group in Philadelphia; "Advance" was the 
group in New York, the group that came under fire. 

Prior to the bringing together of a national organiza- 
tion, the party had attempted to set up youth front groups on a 
local scale in various cities around the country where it had 
some strength. Again, there is a continual attempt to involve 
new people through an organization which is not openly identi- 
fied with the Communist Party. 

The Prospectus on Wisconsin political activities, a 
position paper on publications at the national convention, San 
Francisco, was written by ARLENE SHUPOCK, a Communist Party mem- 
ber and business manager of "New Horizons for Youth", a Commu- 
nist youth publication. 

This 1s a schedule of the workshops. The chairman of 
the workshops were selected by the Party apparatus. National 
organizations of "Civil Rights in the North" was chaired by a 
kid from the East. 
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Ihe national organization of "Civil Rights in the 
south" was chaired by REGINALD ROBINSON. 

"Civil Liberties" was chaired by DANNY FRIEDLANDER 
from Chicago. 

"Peace Disarament for National Liberation"--not known. 

"Political Prospectus" was chaired by MIKE GOLD's son, 
name not recalled. MIKE GOLD is a columnist for the "Worker". 

"Urban Problems"~-Unkown. 

"World Problems"--Unkown. 

"'Hducation and Culture" was chaired by MIKE FOLSON. 

"Structure" (where the structure of the program was 
set up) was chaired by ALVA BUXENBAUM, who is an important fi- 
gure in the party youth organization in New York, who was chair- 
man of PYOC and they were very careful that the structure work- 
shop was set up so they had control so that they made sure a 
sizeable number of their Party people got into that structure 
workshop, and several key Party people atterided that. In other 
words, KO HALLINAN as there, ALVA BUXENBAUM, STOREY, the Negro 
from New York, DAN (written in long hand) FRIEDLANDER and PFAR- 
SON, DENNY WACHTER, who's from New York now, whose father is an 
active member on the West Coast--they were all at that structure 
workshop so that was pretty important. A statement was prepared 
to get adult supporters for the DuBois Clubs. The initial adult 
Slgners are CARLTON GOODLETT, who was a doctor and a publisher, 
Negro, from San Francisco; FRANK WILKINSON, who is with the 
national committee to abolish Huac; CARL and ANN BRADEN. CARL 
BRADEN is the executive secretary of SCEF (Southern Conference 
Educational Fund) which has been cited several times as a front 
group. It has been intimated that both WILKINSON and the BRA- 
DENS are party members. "RED" DAVIS has stated that he and ANN 
BRADEN had worked together and that he had attended Highlander 
Folk School with her and had driven back with her; in fact, ANN 
BRADEN had driven MARTIN LUTHER KING and SHUTTLESWORTH. ANN 
BRADEN, MARTIN LUTHER KING, SHUTTLESWORTH and DAVIS made a Crip 
together from Highlander Folk School to Louisville, Kentucky.

The W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America held their Second 
National Convention at the Chicago Coliseum, 1513 So. Wabash 
Avenue, On Friday, 17, June, Saturday, 18 June and Sunday, 19 
June 1966. 
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This report is made out in three parts. Part One co- 
vers surveillance on Friday, Part Two, for Saturday and Part 
Three is comprised of Sunday's activity. Section One which co- 
vers the hours of 0800 to 1600 hours. Section Two, comprises 
the evening surveillance from 1600 hours to termination of the 
days activity. 

7 The subject opened it's National Convention, Friday 
0900 hours, 17 June 1966, with the Registration of delegates from 
throughout the country. The evening session consisted of various 
individual work-shops. 

The peak attendance for the evening was at about 2030 
hours, totaling 175 including +5 Negro and 10 adult. 

Activity on the second day of the Convention opened 
with other delegates registering who had missed the opening ses- 
Sion on Friday 17 June 1966. A total of approximately 150 per- 
sons were in attendance and about 40 of this total were Negro, 
Puerto Racan or of other Latin. extraction... This attendance fi-= 
gure was given to reporting officers by a member of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau who was stationed inside the Coliseum on this 
date, and is an actual head taken at the actual heighth of the 
Activity. There was no literature of any nature either sold or 
distributed on the outside of the Coliseum. Only two unusual 
events took place during the course of the surveillance by re- 
porting officers. Directly inside of the hall at the entrance 
an unidentified male was passing out leaflets calling for an 
evening of entertainment. Copies of sthe leaflets will be at- 
tached to this report. 

subject opened it's National Convention on 6/17/66. 
This report covers the evening session of the second day, 6/18/66. 
The main attraction for the eveniw was scheduled entertainment 
by various left-wing protest singers to begin at 2000 hours. 

At 1930 hours about 100 of the DBC delegates gathered 
in front of the hall on the side walk and sang freedom songs. 
This continued for about 30 minutes while the hall was swept by 
the janitors. 

The attendance for the entertainment was about 300 with 
lQ per cent Negros Admission was one dollar at the door. TED 
PEARSON was atathe'main entrance most of the evening. 

The entertainment ended at 0030 hours of the 19 June, 
as the crowd left the hall a group of 12 DBC delegates gathered 
around the reporting officers squad car and began singing Anti- 
police and anti-F.B.I. songs. Remarks were made by some of the 
delegates to over-turn the squad but after bailing the officers 
for 15 minutes the delegates dispersed with no further demonstra- 
tion. 

The following comprises report of Subjects activity by 
officers 533 and 534 on Sunday, 19 June 1966 from 0800 hours to 
1600 hours: 
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At 0750 hours the reporting officers arrived at the 
Coliseum, North Hall, parked car 4589 by a vantage spot, and 
awaited the activity to begin. 

At 0905 hours GERALD KIRK, M/N was the first arrival, 
he checked the doors finding them closed he proceeded to walk 
north on Wabash Avenue. | 

At 0920 hours, DONALD WEATHERALL, M/N arrived in a ve- 
hicle with 1966 Penn. License number K 37 807, Wilh Six other 
passengers. 

At 0950 hours, 15 persons were gathered in front of the 
entrance to the North Hall. | 

At 1000 hours the doors were officially opened. 

At 1115 hours, a vehicle with 1966 Illinois license 
number VM 2597 with the “END THE SLUMS" stickers on the rear 
window. Occupants were two male negroes, and they were observed 
entering the meeting hall. 

At 0915 hours, ED SCHUR, rode up in a bicycle, he had 
a young female, white, riding on the handle bars. 

At 1125 hours, MIKE EISCHENER and HUGH FOWLER, arrived 
together. 

At 1300 hours, approximately 105 persons were observed 
entering the meeting hall. 

At 1425 hours SAM GOLD (Communist), and son JEFF arrived 
and entered. 

At 1430 hours a person who identified himself as ELITO 
KENIN, handed the reporting officers a leaflet which contained 
a picture of KENIN, and the following "The Outrageously Ragtime", 
Songs and Guitar of ELIOT KENIN". He added that if our pictures 
didn't come out good, the handbill would help in identifying him. 
A copy of this handbill is attached. 

At 1520 hours, RANDOLPH BLUNT, M/N, Civil Rights activist 
was observed parking a vehicle with 1966 Illinois license number 
RP 3770. At 1550 hours, he entered the meeting hall. 

At 1600 hours, reporting officers properly relieved. 

No incidents or events of unusual nature were observed during 
this surveillance.

The highest total of attendance for the last of the 
convention was approximately 85 participants as many of the 
delegates had departed for their homes early on Sunday, 6/19/66. 
About 10 per cent of the total attendance was colored. At least 
6 to 10 Puerto Ricans and 2 or 3 Mexicans were observed during this 
tour of duty. At least three of the Puerto Ricans were seen 
boarding a chartered bus, destined for New York. Information was 
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received that a JOSE RISTOTUCCI of New York made the arrange- 
ments with the A-l Coach Tours Incorporated for the Chicago 
trip. They departed 160-5th Avenue, New York with 32 passen- 
gers. It was noted that only 27 were observed boarding the 
same bus for the return trip to New York, this activity took 
place at 1930 hours.

Reporting investigators conducted a surveillance of 
pubject's activity, which was held in front of the Armed Forces 
Induction Center, 615 W. Van Buren Street on Thursday, 10/19/67, 
starting at 0555 hours. 

At 0555 hours the reporting investigators arrived at | 
615 W. Van Buren Street, finding a group of 65 persons marching 
"plCket. tasn20n" In Trone of “the. Jnduction center bualaing.s. car= 
rying the usual Stop the Draft, and Stop the war in Vietnam 
Signs. 

At 0630 hours a total of 106 persons were in the line 
of march. Of this total 2 were noted to be Colored. While the 
group marched in front of the building, a small group consisting 
of DAVE GREENBERG, member of CADRE; HEATHER TOBIAS BOOTH (wife 
of PAUL BOOTH); BOB SWARTZ, activists; and RENEE SCHWARTZ, anti- 
war activist and several other persons unkown to the undersig- 
ned were gathered on the south-west corner of Jefferson and Van 
Buren. As the potential "volunteers of draftees," approached 
the building, this group would make loud remarks to them, such 
as "hope you get back alive', and "Don't go, join us".

Chicago report dated 11/22/67 from SA WILLIAM HT. HAY- 
MAN, regarding the Chicago Area Draft Resisters (CADRE) states 
that this investigation is predicated upon a request from FRED 
M. VINSON, Jr., Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division, 
dated 10/25/67, with reference to Chicago Area Draft Resisters 
(CADRE) and two other organizations. 

Information was desired relative to the structural or- 
ganization of each group and the identity of officers and pro- . 
minent personnel. The relationship between each group and the 
resistance (Berkeley or New York) was requested. Any leaflet, 
newsletter, or resolution drafted or distributed by the group 
would be useful. Wherever possible, the identity of the draft 
duplicator or distributor should be ascertained. The identity 
of the recipients of leaflets should be determined as well as 
their draft status. The conversation the recipient had with the 
distributor should be noted. Any trend to refuse induction, car- 
ry draft cards, ete. would be useful. All future plans were re- 
quested to be obtained in as great detail as possible. “The orig

ne Department intends to make a determination with 
respect to possible violations of the military Selective Service 
Act and also, to make a determination as to whether the subver- 
Sive-like activities of these organizations and their members 
that are critical of the war in Viet Nam, critical of the draft, 
etc., are in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Saction 
2383, by willfully obstructing the recruiting or enlistment ser- 
vice of the United States to the injury of the service or the 
United States or attempting to do so.

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A stuay of the information regarding the claims and 
activities of CADRE does not reveal an actual organization 
structure but rather, a very loosely knit group of persons op- 
posing against the United States Selective Service System. Ac- 
cording to their own statement, they are forming’ a number of 
local autonomous "squads" of draft resistors scattered around 
the Chicago area. ach squad is to be responsible for anti- 
draft and anti-war activity in its own area and will determine 
its own program within the broad framework of CADRE and in co- 
Operation with other squads. 

Each squad will contain at least two or three full time 
organizers located at a draft counselling-draft resistance cen- 
ter. Recruiting of new organizers and citywide COOrdina.t LOM: -Of. 
local members (not identified). The headquarters of CADRE is 
identified as 333 West North Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, telephone 
numbers 664-6895 and 664-6967. Their mailing address has also 
been advertised as P.O. Box 9089. 

On October 19 at approximately 5:30 a.m., six car loads 
of CADRE members left the University of Chicago and drove to the 
induction Station. EHighty demonstrators finally assembled and 
some of the demonstrators tried to talk thelr way into the Induc- 
tion Station but entry was denied. At approximately 7:50 a.m., 
some picketors burned miscellaneous papers which were not iden- 
tifiable. Hhighteen persons were arrested and their names were 
listed. Some of the demonstrators proceeded to li2el South State 
Street, where they conducted two demonstrations against the arrest 
of those 18. There was no incidents and no arrests at Police 
Headquarters where the latter demonstration took place. There 
was a rumor the demonstrators would go to the Selective Service 
Board at 63rd and Western but the demonstrators did not msterial- 
1Ze.

and DAN FRIEDLANDER. The article states that if revolution in 
this country succeed, and who can make it? 

Imperialism is a system of worldwide domination; econo- 
mic and political, by U.S. capital. The growth of national libe- 
ration movements in the Third World weaken the empire, and thus 
heighten the contradictions with the U.S., and thus further the 
internal rebellion. Tr combination of outside and inside forces 
has the possibility of bringing the monster down. 

Who, then, within the U.S! can make the revolution? 
Certainly one major force is clear: black people. We owe a 
great measure of the growth of the student movement in the last 
decade to the black liberation movement. It was black people who 
first showed us that American smooth oc ey was not so smooth, 
who led first the Civil Rights movement and then the advancement 
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beyond civil rights, who brought Third World Liberation struggles 
home. When we speak of black and brown people leading the move- 
ment, it is partly a recognition that in fact they have led the 
movement, and that as both the most oppresses and the most conscious 
group in society they are able consistently to do so. : 

What workers do is bound to be pivotal. But the nature 
of their social position enables them to maintain an awareness of 
their own class oppression and therefore the consistent ability to 
engage in class struggle. While other classes or sectors may join 
in a revolution the workers themselves must play the most basic 
role. 

Our task if not simply showing that they are oppressed, 
but making the connections that are not easy to make, between 
their oppression and that of all working people, black and third 
world people; identifying the enemy and showing them how to fight 
it. After all, nobody ever became a revolutionary out of self-in- 
terest alone (you might get jailed or killed); it is from identifi- 
cation with a broader class, or people's interest that a person be- 
comes a revolutionary.

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Reporting officers were assigned to maintain a surveil- 
lance of a three day conference sponsored by the Subject organiza- 
tions on Friday, Saturday and Sunday, 10/11/12 February 1967, at 
302 South Canal Street, in Debs Hall. This conference was known 
as the Midwest Socialist Conference. 

On 2/10/67 the reporting officers began the surveillance’ 
at 1730 hours. The schedule of the conference set the hours 1800 
to 2000 as the registration peroid and at 2000 hours, FRANK LOVELL, 
Michigan Chairman of the Socialist Workers Party slated to speak 
on "I'he American Working Class in Time of War".

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On 12/30/66, Lt. HEIMOWSKI, Intelligence Unit of the 
Chicago Police Department furnished to IC R. MC CLAIN, informa- 
tion regarding the National Student Strike for Peace. 

The National Student Strike for Peace is sponsoring a 
two-day conference at the University of Chicago, involving seve- 
ral organizations, starting at O800 hours, Wednesday, 12/28/66. 

The theme of this conference is to adopt new resolutions concer- 
ning the United States policies regarding Viet Nam, Draft osystem, 
and to outline their activities for the year of 1967. 

The reporting officers were assigned to conduct and main- 
tain a discreet surveillance of SUBJECT's activity, also to obtain 
any literature distributed at this conference. 

The conference is being held in two buildings: 1. s0oc- 
ial Science Building, 1126 E. 59th Street - site of first day re- 
gistration, and work shops; 2. Kent Hall, Room 107, Quandrangle 
University of Chicago. Room 107, is a theatre type auditoriun, 
with a capacity of approximately LOO persons, and is located on 
the ground floor. 

At 1000 hours reporting officers arrived at 1126 E. 59th 
Street, site of the registration table for persons attending this 
meeting. At this table, were *MADELYN JASINSKI, *JOEL BRITTON, 
and two other unkown white females. BRITTON was handling the re- 
gistration chore, and JASINSKI was distributing the manila enve- 
lopes, (literature) to the representatives. It was learned that 
the crowd was slow in arriving, therefore setting their program 
back one hour. 

At 1030 hours *JACK WHITTIER BARNES, and wife *BETSY were 
seated at the registration table (Executive Officers of the YOung 
Socialist Alliance). 
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Upon registering at the table, representatives were di- 
rected to Kent Hall, where the First Plenary Session was to take 
place. Members of the news media, were told that they would be al- 
lowed to take pictures of the introductory speeches and possibly 
a short take of the featured speech by *BETTINA APTHEKER (Commnu- 
nist). 

At 1215 hours *DAN STRYON opened the First Plenary Ses- 
Sion, and introduced *MARJORIE KINSELLA (Executive Secretary of 
the Chicago Peace Council, Communist Infiltrated), who welcomed 
the audience in behalf of the Chicago Peace Council who are hos- 
ting, this conference. PETER ORRIS, of Harvard College, acted as 
Master of Ceremonies. 

Among the persons that were observed entering the meet- 
ing hall is: 


*DANNY FRIEDLANDER - (Communist), leader of U 
of C SDS) 


At 1240 hours, with the conference in progress, approxi- 
mately 130 persons were in attendance, of this total 12 were no- 
ted to be colored. Several "Latine-Americans" were also noted in 
this audience. 

At 1555 hours, reporting officers made several periodical - 
checks of this conference, at this time we attempted to walk into 
the meeting hall when we were confronted by *SUZANE WHISS, who told 
us that the meeting was restricted to members only, and the Police 
were not welcomed. We merely stated that we were looking for some 
one, took a quick look-at the audience, and then left. 

At 1600 hours the meeting was recessed at this time to 
allow delegates to have dinner. It was learned that the evening 
program featuring *REV. JAMES BEVEL, had been cancelled, instead 
they would concentrate on work-shops in the Social Science Build- 
ing. A total of 210 persons departed from Kent Hall at this time.

On 5/1/68 the Intelligence Unit of the Chicago Police 
Department furnished a report regarding the April Parade Committee-- 
o7th April Parade, initialed by SA OTT and placed into the file 
On 5/17 60s 

The April Parade Committee sponsored an anti-war rally, 
and parade on Saturday, 27, 1968 starting at the Grant Park Band- 
shell at 1:30 P.M., and terminating at the Civic Center Plaza at 
6:30 P.M. 

At 11:30 A.M. the reporting investigators arrived at the 
Grant Park Band-sheli, where approximately 70 persons were gathered. 
LYNN HENDERSON and RICHARD HILL carried "bull-horns." 

It was learned that the three Chief Marshalls for this 
parade would be RICHARD HILL, BEN RADFORD, and JACK SPEIGEL, and 
that they would wear blue armbands. The monitors for this parade 
were to wear black armbands. C. CLARK KISSINGER was the co-ordi- 
nator of this activity. 

Sponsorship of this activity was the April Parade Com- 
mittee, an adhoc coalition group, organized to coordinate the ef- 
forts of the leading leftist organizations of the city of Chicago 
in their annual "peace-parade", which in the past had been under 
the auspices of the leading pacifist groups. 

The parade was to proceed at 3:30 P.M. down Columbus 
Drive north to Monroe Street, west on Monroe to Michigan Avenue, 
where the parade wouid terminate, and the marching groups would 
have to use the sidewalk to the final destination (Civic Center). 
Participants would have to adhere to traffic regulations. Upon 
their arrival at the Civic Center, they would have to march once 
around the Civic Center, then Alderman A.A. (SAMMY) RAYNER would 
re-name the Civic Center the "DuSable Plazai'. Literature was 
distributed to participants that after the renaming of the plaza, 
they should all dispose of their signs, disperse and celebrate. 

At 1:30 P.M. the rally began at this time, however, word 
was received that the Electricians had refused to set-up the pub- 
lic address system. Using several "buli-horns", the speakers made 
an attempt to address the crowd, which now numbered a total of 3000 
persons. Leaflets and publications such as the "Worker", and the 
"Militant" were distributed through-out the crowd. The majority of 
the crowd appeared to be in the early twenties age bracket, and 
from all walks of life, such as socialites to the Yippies. 
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several attempts were made by some of the crowd to an- 
tagonize members of this unit into arguments. 

speakers included such notables as General HUGH B. HES- 
TER (retired); Alderman A.A. (SAMMY) RAYNER; Professor ST. CLAIR 
DRAKE, M/N; Professor DALE PONTIUS; and Father BLASE BONPANE. 

The theme of the majority of the speeches were anti-war, and anti- 
administration. Tape recordings of part of the rally were made, 
and turned in for transcribing. 

AU 2:30 P.M., upon termination of the rally, the crowd 
was told to line up in marching formation on Columbus Drive. A 
total of 110 marching units were anticipated. Participants now 
numbered approximately 4000. Of this total five percent were no- 
ted to be Colored. | 

At 2:50 P.M. the line of march stepped off at this time, 
led by a convertible carrying Gen. H.B. HESTER, AiA. RAYNER, Rev. 
L. BILLUPS M,/N, Prof. ST. CLAIR DRAKE, Prof. DALE PONTIUS, and 
CLARA BENFORD, F/N. Behind the auto, a Color guard comprised of 
CHARLES FISCHER, ROBERT TRINKA, and one unkown white, male, fol- 
lowed the convertible. As they marched north on Columbus Drive, 
they were lined-up 32 abreast using up the width of the street. 
When the group reached Jackson Bivd., they broke their line of mar- 
chers so that they could use one lane of the street in compliance 
with the orders issued by the Permit. 

At 3:50 P.M., as the group reached the corners of Monroe 
and Michigan, they were advised by the Chicago Police Department 
via a Public address system, that legally, the parade was officially 
over, and that from here on, they would have to use the sidewalks, 
(half of walk), signs requiring two persons to carry would not be 
allowed, and that they would have to adhere to pedestrian rules and 
regulations. 

At 4:00 P.M. JOE HORTON, was the first arrestee, which was 
executed at the corner of Washington and Michigan Bivd. The group 
executed at the corner of Washington and Michigan Bivd. The group 
began to cahnt "1, 2, 3, 4, end the damn War", as they continued 
their march towards the Civic Center. The group began to act un- 
ruly, and disobeyed the orders of the Police Officers directing the 
Cratt Tes 

When the group reached the Civic Center (the Plaza had 
been roped off) they marched around once, and as they completed 
the circle, RICHARD HILL made a vain attempt to disperse the crowd 
via the bullhorn. His pleas went unheard. C. KISSINGER was over- 
heard telling the marchers to continue around the block. 
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At 4:50 P.M. ED JENNING, LEROY WOLINS, and several mem- 
bers of Veterans for Peace, were vocal in protesting the disper- 
sal of the crowd. They wanted to gain access to the Plaza, and 
continue with the offical (theirs) re-naming of the Plaza, to the 
suSable Plaza. This action incensed the crowd, and several of the 
marchers stormed the roped off section, and sat-down in front of 
the water-fountain display. One of the marchers waded into the 
pool. This began the start of an arrest situation, 80 adults were 
arrested and charged with disorderly and resisting, which resulted 
with the injuring of Commander RIORDAN of the First District. The 
group became very hostile-vociferous, heeding the directions of 
their Marshalls, and the Police. Mob control action was then taken 
by the Uniformed men to prevent any further mob action, and to dis- 
perse the crowd. 

At 6:30 P.M. the loop area (mainly the corners of State 
and Randolph) was completely cleared of participants. Arrestees 
were transported to the Central Detention Section, 1121 S50. State 
Street, where they are to appear in Branch 46, 321 N. LaSalle 
Street on Wednesday, 5/1/68 at 2:00 P.M. 

At 6:40 surveillance terminated at this time. Members 
of this unit assisted the uniformed division in the street situation.

150 economists attended, mainly college professors, instructors, and 
graduate students. They came from all parts of the country. How- 
ever, only a handful of black economists were presnt. 

»eeThe conference was coordinated with a hiring market for 
economists by universities, government agencies and corporations, 
for those who will not attend the coming American Economic Associa- 
tion meetings in Chicago in protest against the session being held 
in Mayor DALEY's domain. 
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Some 150 seminar sessions were held, including (seminar 
leaders listed): 


DAN FRIEDLANDER: Impact of Capitalism on Social Values. 

ART MACEWAN: Cuba as a Model of Economic Develop- 
ment. 

SEYMOUR MELMAN: The Pentagon State--Guns and Margarine? 

HARRY MAGDOFF: Imperialism 

BOB PHILLIPOFF: Relevance of Marxist Economics. 

RAY FRANKLIN: Political Economy of Black Power. 

MIKE ZWEIG: Ghetto Development Schemes. 

ViCTOR PERLO: Applications of Marxist Economics to 
the U.S. 


The most common ideological trend among the participants 
was that of the New Left, with much similarity between many of the 
papers distributed and student papers distributed and Students for 
a Democratic Society documents. Marxist ideas were received with 
respect, and with lively questioning, from people who for the most 
part had been subjected to characteristic misinformation concern- 
ing Marxism-Leninism. | 

The ideas of JOHN K. GALBRAITH, PAUL SWEEZY, and HERBERT 
MARCUSE were prevalent. Many people had been indoctrinated with 
anti-Soviet and anti-Communist slanders, comire from leftist, "su- 
per revolutionary! groups. 

The concepts of capitalists buying off the working class 
and of capitalists facing mass consumption were widespread among 
the conferees. 

Lhe main topic discussed at the business meeting was the 
attitude the URPE should adopt toward the American Economic Asso- 
ciation convention. 

ABA president KENNETH BOULDING had offered URPE the right 
to hold sessions to prevent the views of those who had protested 
against siting the convention in Chicago. Many members of URPE 
advocated rejection of this offer and a boycott of the Chicago ° 
meetings. Others pointed out that the overwhelming majority of the 
economists would be in Chicago and that this would offer an oppor- 
tunity to the increasing numbers of radical and progressive econo- 
msits to present their views and to question the offical policy. 

By a close vote, it was decided to go to Chicago and 
carry on the fight there. 

An executive committee of eight was elected to lead the 
work of URPE. The headguarters of the Union Radical Political 
Economists is PO Box 571, Ann Arbor, Michigan 48107. Dues are $6 
for those with higher incomes, $3 for thosewith lower incomes.
